ARMENIAN MEDALLIONS PRODUCED IN AMERICA 
(Summary Translation) 


The Armenian settlement of the United States of America started 
in the late XIXth century. However, the first Armenian lettered me- 
dallion was struck in 1944 by the Armenian benevolent Union of 
Arabkir. 

Obverse: Laureate picture of a woman sitting in front of Cw fu a—- 
pulj and spinning, facing left. The inscription reads in Armenian 
"UrURUDPA URNh@hhy" (Union of Arabkir), below the date 1944. 

Reverse: Inscription reads in Armenian "UUShU TOQUP ab Uv. Lhu, 
UU. RUPLPUr Uv?UU" (Sargis Bozarjian, Lynn, Mass. Benefactor member). 

The medallion was struck in gold, 33 mm in diameter, 33.9 gm. 
This was the only medallion struck by the Union of Arabkir. It is 
being kept in the historical museum of Armenia. Unfortunately, the 
writer has not been able to find out information about the artist. 

S. Bozarjian medallion was probably prepared in one of the jew- 
elry shops of New York. With its averall design and technique it is 
not new in Armenian medallic art. Because of its singular nature and

During 1968 four different medallions were dedicated to St. 
Vartan cathedral consecration of New York City. 

Obverse: St. Vartan cathedral observed from south west. 

The inscription reads in Armenian "UR. YUP tly VUSP GUE IE8h 2UaNgs - 
vhn GAPE - vUnuuushe - 1968" (St. Vartan's Armenian cathedrel, New 
York, Consecration, 1968). 

Reverse: The busts of Vartan Mamikonian and Mesrob Mashtots are 
pictured with their respective names underneath. Below is the picture 
Holy Etchmiadsin against Mt. Ararat. At the top is the Armenian let- 
ter "b" (bni@pru= Being - God) and underneath a dove. Around the 
medallion the inscription is from an Armenian hymn "PR . UVhUohuy . h 
SOrfE . th. LAaU . ounUus . Cue. VU. GR. sUugtus . ULQ. LAaU , 

h 2usuuSuu . UCwuUrzh" (The only begotten came down and light shone 
unto us in the land of hapende 

The artist is John Hovhannes. The medallion is made of bronze, 
65 mm in diameter, and 133.80 em. 

In addition to the above bronze 26 medallions have been issued 
in gold, with the same design but 40 mm in diameter. The silver copies 
of the medallions also have 40 mm diameter (*) and 35.20 gem weight. 
It is interesting to note that the same silver medallion also is 
struck with English text.

This medallion also has 40 mm diameter and 34.85 gm weight. 

Dr. P. 2. Bedoukian has prepared the original sketch for both sides 
of these medallions. The reverse text, a section of a hymn, was 
chosen by Archbishop Tiran Nersoyan. 

The medallic sculpture of St. Vartan cathedral is a very suc- 
cessful reproduction of Armenian architectural monument. The cathe- 
dral is pictured with a complete majesty. The artist has remained 
faithful to the overall details of the church and with expressive 
individual approach represents in miniature this beautiful edifice. 


The centennial of Komitas birth was observed with a series of 
~medallions issued in honor of this great composer throughout the 
world. The Armenian Diocese of America also initiated a medallion 
dedicated to Komitas. 

Obverse: The bust of Komitas is pictured. The Armenian inscrip- 
tion around it reads "UnUhSuU YUreUIeS - ZUrhhPU GUY suutGuu" (Ko- 
mitas Vardapet - Centennial of Birth). Left and right of the pic- 
ture "1869-1969". Underneath the picture is the name of the artist 
in Armenian "U. UUNRODS" (A. Agopoff). 

Reverse: In the upper part of the field is a musical emblem 
made of harp, horns, and branches. Below the emblem is a small sec- 
tion from "Good Morning" song in musical notes. Then two verses 
from the same song.-

Below in the field, against Mt. Ararat is an Armenian village 

with churches. In front is a farmer plowing the land with his team

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of oxes. The inscription reads "KOMITAS CENTENNIAL - ARMENIAN FOLK 
MUSIC". In the field to the right the name of artist: "A. AGOPOFF 
Sc". The medallion is produced in New York from silver (34.45 gm) 
and bronze (29.06 gm), and also few examples in gold. They all have 
38 mm diameter. 

Komitas is pictured with high forehead and without a hood. His 
nose and beard are sculptured with delicate lines. Here the artist 
has presented Komitas as a small monumental masterpiece and not a 
piece of bronze. Komitas is represented as penetrating, far sighted 
and a man of vision who does not know defeat but knows how to over- 
come the obstacles on the road to victory. The facial carving of 
Komitas on Agopoff's medallion has received a new quality and 
manifest, endeavoring to become one of the finest examples of Armen- 
ian medallic art. 


With the initiation of Dr. P. Z. Bedoukian, during 1973 medal- 
lions were struck in New York City, to observe the 75th anniversary 
of the Armenian Diocese. 

Obverse: The Coat of Arms of The Diocese of Armenian Church of 
America. The Armenian inscription reads "75-p, Surbsur2 . susuUsuu 
UPULUAPMNebUY 2U8N8 UWbrhuu3sh" (75th Anniversary of The Diocese 
of the Armenian Church of America). 

Reverse: A cross with four arms. To the left of cross is the 
1898 chureh of Worcester. To the right of cross is the 1968 cathe- 
dral of New York City. The inscription on the ribbon, around the 
cross, reads "1898 WORCESTER MASS - ST. VARTAN CATHEDRAL NEW YORK 
1973", Around the medallion the inscription reads "75th ANNIVERSARY 
FOUNDING OF THE DIOCESE OF THE ARMENIAN CHURCH OF AMERICA". In the 
field to the left are the Armenian initials "S.S." of the artist 
(Tigran Tingilian). 

The medallion is produced in gold (5 copies), silver (53.20 em) 
and bronze (44.10 gm). They all have 45 mm diameter. The composition 
of both sides of the medallion is well filled with script and pic- 
tures in good taste. This work is the continuation of Armenian 
medallions struck in America. They all are created far from Armenia; 
but all of them have preserved the Armenian heritage extremely well 
inspite of the fact the American medallic art technology has left 
its influence on all of them. 

No doubt, the initiative of Dr. P. Z. Bedoukian which has 
~created the last three type of the medallions will become a good 
tradition and the future artist scholars will have the opporunity 
to examine and study a new direction in the Armenian medallic art 
tied to the history of Armenian settlements of the United States 
of America.

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COIN OF ARMENIAN REPUBLIC? 


Couple of decades ago at the Annual Numismatic Convention of Los Angeles Calif. 
among many U. S. and Foreign Coins, 5 ruble of Armenian Republic, Azerbaidjan 
Republic and Georgian Republic al] dated 1920 were exhibited. 

Several years ago this writer was able to acquire a sample of 5 ruble bronze 

of Armenian Republic. Since then many inquiries have been made about the origin 
of these coins. Fifteen years ago a very short description of these coins was 
printed in "THE NUMISMATIST".* 

Some important questions remain unanswered in relation to these coins. Who 
prepared them? Why were they prepared? Were they legal tender? Even the Cabinet 
Members and Ministers of the Armenian Republic were unable to answer question 
related to its origin.

The coin has 30 mm diameter and its weight is 7.75 gm. It seems to be sand cast 
and both sides are sandwiched. Apparently they have been soldered together. 
Since then other samples also have been noticed completely (in one piece) sand 
cast.
